Finance Committee Chair­ 
man .Will Lead Senate 
Fight for Relief Law 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.— Senator 
Boise Penrose, chairman of the sen­ 
ate finance committee, was today 
won over by supporters of the Ford- 
ney emergency tariff bill. 
During 
the morning hearing on the bill Pen­ 
rose surprised his colleagues by an­ 
nouncing 
he 
would 
support 
the 
measure and push it to passage dur­ 
ing the present session of congress. 
Upon his arrival here several days 
ago, Penrose announced 
he 
would 
fight the bill during the present ses­ 
sion. 
He 
immediately 
joined 
the 
Democratic forces in 
the 
finance 
committee in their opposition to the 
bill. 
He was the only Republican 
to oppose the measure. 
Following 
Penrose’s 
announce­ 
ment, the committee re-opened hear­ 
ings on the bill, passed by the house, 
which virtually embargoes im porta­ 
tion of a large number of commodi­ 
ties and which is designed to help 
farmers, citrus fruit growers, wool 
growers and cattle raisers to a bet­ 
ter m arket and higher prices. 
While the senate finance commit­ 
tee was hearing testimony of the 
emergency 
tariff, 
the bouge ways 
and means committee began hear­ 
ings as a basis for general revision 
of the tariff in the special session 
of congress to be called after Hard­ 
ing’s inauguration.

The public 
defender Is entirely satisfactory to 
me. Mr. Peete and I are without 
means to employ counsel. Any rumor 
relative to a large amount of money 
being or having been raised for my 
defense is entirely without founda­ 
tion and unknown to me.” 
Mrs. Peete is scheduled to go to 
trial January 19. Denton was found 
murdered several months ago. 
His 
body was found buried in a rude 
crypt in the basement of his Catalina 
street mansion.

Free­ 
man Day, 13, and Howard Green, 9, 
were stopped short this morning in 
their young careers as alleged auto 
thieves and burglars 
when 
they 
were taken into custody by Constable 
Jesse Elliott and City Police Officer 
Murray as they were attem pting to 
leave town in an automobile they 
were said to have adm itted stealing 
from a parking station in Long Beach 
last night. 
According to the story told City 
Marshal Sam Jernigan by the two 
boys at (he police station they took 
the machine, a Chevrolet, from Long 
Beach late yesterday evening, and 
'^ tarte d for Santa Ana. 
On arriving 
here about midnight, they drove up 
in front of a filling station at First 
and Main. 
Broke Into Filling Station 
Green was the lookout and kept 
the motor running and making a 
noise while Day broke the glass over 
the latch of the door and entered. 
The pair, according to Jernigan, 
looted the station, taking a number 
of 
cartons 
of 
cigarettes, cigars, 
chewing gam, some Zerolene, eight 
gallons of gasoline, ten dry cell bat­ 
teries, a flashlight and twenty-one 
pennies. 
They also attem pted to 
open the safe, they said, but were 
unable to do so.
